Sensational Hanley Incident Re­ 


garded Closed. 


BOTH 
ASKED 
FORGIVENESS 


Head of Franklin Co lleg e, Returning 


to Parental Ho me, in Which a* Few 
Day s Befo re He Had Chastised His 
Father Fo r Latter’s Treatment o f 
His Mo ther, Became the Center o f a 
Mo st Affecting Scene. 


Terre Hau te, Ind., Sept. 15.—Mem­ 
bers of the Calv in Hanley family who 
witnessed the recent vassau lt commit­ 
ted by Dr. Elijah A. Hanley , president 
of Franklin college, u pon his aged 
father, were su bpoenaed to appear be­ 
fore the grand ju ry today . 
Inclu ded 
In tile list of witnesses called to tes­ 
tify were Mrs. Calv in Hanley , mother 
of the head of Franklin college, and 
for whose protection the noted edu ­ 
cator admits chastising his father; a 
son, 
dau gther 
and 
dau ghter-in-law, 
with sev eral neighbors and residents 
of Middletown. 
Accompanied by the Rev . Clarke R. 
Parker, a member of the Franklin col­ 
lege board, Dr. Hanley motored to the 
borne of his father, fou rteen miles 
sou th of Terre Hau te. 
In a most af­ 
fecting scene father and son embraced 
each other and the members of the 
family circle wept tears of joy at the 
reconciliation. 
( t D£ , Hanley came to Terre Hau te in 
response to a telegram by Mr. Parker 
after pu blication of the report of his 
assau lt on his father. The elder Han­ 
ley welcomed his son with open arms, 
admitted that he had been “ a hard 
old man, spoiled by hav ing his own 
way ,” and pleaded for forgiv eness. 
The son knelt before his father and 
asked the elder’s blessing on his re­ 
newed pledge to dev ote his life to the 
lov ing care of father and mother. Be­ 
fore retu rning to Franklin Dr. Hanley 
ex pressed gratification at the happy 
ending of the incident which had fu r­ 
nished basis for sensational stories. 
"It has been a big price,” he said, 
"bu t if it means my mother’s fu tu re 
happiness, I shall be glad to hav e paid 
i t ” 
Mr. Parker said that the incident 
was closed as far as the college board 
was concerned. 
He ex pressed confi­ 
dence that the matter wou ld not be 
presented to the grand ju ry . 
"A rou gh, ex citable old man,” he 
said, “a son indignant ov er y ears of 
mistreatment of his mother, an alter­ 
cation, ready talebearers glad for a 
new story , widespread notoriety , a 
scene of general forgiv eness and the 
case of Dr. E. A. Hanley and Calv in 
Hanley , his father, closes. 
“That the inju ries of Calv in Hanley 
•re not so seriou s may he known from 
the fact that he hitched his horse to 
the family conv ey ance and took his 
wife and dau ghter-in-law to Middle­ 
town to do the Satu rday marketing ” 
President Hanley issu ed a signed 
statement admitting the chastisement 
of his father becau se of long continu ed 
cru elty to his mother and an insu lt to 
his sister-in-law. 
Dr. Hanley say s he did not strike 
his father with a clu b, as alleged, bu t 
switched him abou t the hips 
and 
spanked him with the palms of his 
hands. 
He recited many instances 
cov ering y ears of ex treme cru elty su f­ 
fered by his mother. 
Dr. Hanley is 
one of the leading edu cators of Indi­ 
ana and a former Baptist minister, at 
one time pastor of the John D. Rocke­ 
feller chu rch in Clev eland, O.

Do ubtful lf the Bo wery Ev er Wit­ 
nessed Any thing Mo re Interesting o r 
Remarkable Than the Outpo uring in 
Memo ry o f Co ng ressman Sulliv an. 


New York, Sept. 15.—The fu neral of 
Congressman 
Timothy 
D. 
Su lliv an, 
‘‘Big Tim,” the my stery of whose dis­ 
appearance was cleared Satu rday by 
the finding of his body in a morgu e 
where it had lain u nidentified for two 
weeks, was held this morning at old 
St. 
Patrick's 
cathedral. 
Su lliv an, 
whose mental condition requ ired a 
constant gu ard, had wandered away 
from the home of his brother in West­ 
chester and had been killed by a train 
in Pelham parkway on Au g. 31. Ju st 
as preparations were being made to 
remov e the body to the potter’s field 
a policeman recognized it as the miss­ 
ing Bowery chief. 
Speaker Clark had arranged for a 
congressional committee of twenty to 
attend the fu neral. A little before IO 
the body was taken to old St. Patrick s. 
After the serv ice the fu neral proces­ 
sion took its way toward Calv ary cem- 
etry , throu gh Mott, Prince, Lafay ette 
and Kenmare streets, and the Wil­ 
liamsbu rg bridge. 
The Bowery paid its tribu te to the 
memory of ‘‘Big Tim” on Su nday . 
It 
is tru e that persons of consequ ence as 
the world goes—ju dges and congress 
men and merchants—came in fine 
clothes to pau se by the body as it lay 
in the Su lliv an clu bhou se at 207 Bow­ 
ery ; bu t nineteen ou t of twenty of the 
15,000 or 20,000 were of the East Side, 
of the districts that Big Tim gav e to 
Tammany y ear after y ear. 
By their code Timothy Su lliv an was 
a great man. 
In his life they had 
obey ed him blindly while they took his 
charity pu blicly and priv ately . 
In his 
death they su ffered 
v ery real grief. 
Hu ndreds 
thou ght—many said 
ou t­ 
right—“Now that Tim’s gone, what 
will happen to u s?” 
The sidewalks were packed all day 
long and far into the night with men 
and women who stood silently gazing 
u p at the windows of the room where 
the body rested. 
For nineteen hou rs 
there was a procession u p the narrow' 
stairs to the third floor, arou nd the 
coffin and down again to the street, a 
shu ffling and a su bdu ed mu rmu r that 
hardly v aried as the hou rs passed. 
Gentlemen in silk hats and fine rai­ 
ment trod on the heels of u nwashed 
bu ms from the lodging hou ses. 
Lu x ­ 
u ry and pov erty ru bbed elbows at Su l­ 
liv an’s coffin. 
Au tomobiles, scores of 
big cars, swept down the Bowery , 
wheeled ju st below the clu bhou se, 
halted at the cu rb of 207 and let ou t 
womqp in fu rs and silks and diamonds, 
who accompanied u p the stairs women 
from the tenement hou ses w'ho carried 
cry ing babies or dragged with them 
children that hu ng back in the pres­ 
ence of death. 
From Peter Stu y v e- 
sant’s day to Tim Su lliv an’s the Bow­ 
ery 
has 
seen 
many 
ex traordinary 
things. 
It is dou btfu l, how'ev er, if the 
old thorou ghfare ev er witnessed any ­ 
thing more interesting or remarkable 
than Su nday ’s ou tpou ring. 
Most of his relations were in the 
clu bhou se making no effort to conceal 
their grief or their indignation ov er 
the carelessness that kept the body 
u nidentified so long and nearly sent it 
to a pau per’s grav e. 
The anger and 
indignation bu rst throu gh grief. 
Law­ 
rence Mu lligan. Big Tim’s half-brother, 
produ ced the tag that had been tied to 
the body from Au g. SI u ntil Sept. 14. 
On the tag wras written: 
“Au g. 31, 1913. 
Receiv ed body of 
u nknown man from 69 th precinct. Man 
killed on New’ York, New Hav en & 
Hartford railroad near Pelham park­ 
way .” 
“An u nknown man,” Larry Mu lligan 
said, the tears rolling down his cheeks. 
“Unknown man! 
Why , ev en the dogs 
in the street knew' Tim. They let him 
lie there like a tramp. He wou ld hav e 
been carted off to the potter’s field 
today . 
We might hav e been looking 
for him twenty y ears.” 
And the thou sands who w'ent to see 
Su lliv an felt abou t as Mu lligan felt. 
Last night Mr. Su lliv an’s relations 
and friends held the final wake ov er 
his body . There was nothing to drink. 
As John White said, whisky drinking 
belonged to the kind of wake that has 
gone ou t of sty le. 
And Big Tira was 
not a drinking man himself. The men 
smoked and told stories abou t Big 
Tim.

Repo rts Fro m 1 5 9 Carriers Are Re­ 
ceiv ed by Co mmerce Co mmissio n. 
Nearly 3,000 miles were added du r­ 
ing the y ear closing Au g. 21 to the 
roadway of steam railroads of the 
cou ntry earning less than $1,000,000 a 
y ear, according to a statement issu ed 
by the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion at Washington. 
Reports were re­ 
ceiv ed from 159 railroads, and these 
show that the av erage nu mber of 
miles operated du ring the y ear was 
203,69 5, compared with 200,9 8 6 for the 
corresponding period of the y ear pre­ 
v iou s. 
The total operating" ex penses were 
reported to be $2,8 23,555,8 7 3 for the 
y ear as against $2,543,7 8 2,7 11 last y ear. 
The net rev enu e per mile is giv en as

While the United States marine corps 
lias not been preparing for any par­ 
ticu lar emergency , officials now d eciare 
tha t that branch of the serv ice has 
been mad e so mobile that on a few 
hou rs’ notice it cou ld start for any 
place its serv ices were need ed . 
This 
applies in general to the entire per­ 
sonnel of the corps, bu t more partic­ 
u larly to that portion stationed at 
Philad elphia. 
From that station the 
1,000 marines in barracks there wou ld 
he read y to take transport and sail on 
the shortest possible notice. 


Rea dy o n T w o Ho urs' No tice. 
So far as the men themselv es are 
concerned , ev ery one wou ld be at his 
post with all his paraphernalia in two 
hou rs after the call came. Ev ery man 
wou ld be in line for the marine corps 
is the one branch of the fighting serv ­ 
ice of the nation which is filled u p 
to the last man. Of the 9,922 marines, 
not cou nting officers, many more are 
stationed at Philad elphia than at any 
other point. 
At Norfolk there are al­ 
most 7 00, bu t many are recru its, not 
read y for serv ice withou t at least ten 
weeks’ training. 
The especial prepared ness of the m a­ 
rines at Philad elphia is d u e to the ‘'ad ­ 
v ance base” training giv en them there. 
•Speed is the element which enters, to a

An hou r’s loss 
of time in reaching and hold ing some 
particu larly d esired strategic point in 
« n 
enemy ’s 
territory 
or 
elsewhere 
m ight giv e the enemy an ad v antage 
which wou ld engend er weeks of hard 
fighting and maneu v ering. 
For this 
reason the necessity of speed in an­ 
swering ev ery call is instilled by con­ 
sta nt practice. 
As to prov isioning a transport to car­ 
ry marines from Philad elphia, it was 
said that it wou ld req u ire some hou rs 
more than it wou ld take the men them­ 
selv es to get aboard . Howev er, u nless 
a call came at night, it is believ ed all 
the tood need ed for an ex tend ed trip 
cou ld be taken aboard in consid erably 
less than twelv e hou rs time.

Rura l Ma il Ca rrier* No Lo nger Obliged 
to Co llect It. 
Picking u p loose money has grown to 
be su ch a hard ship for the ov erwork­ 
ed ru ral free d eliv ery carrier that the 
postoffice d epartm ent has ju st issu ed 
an ord er warning reckless citizens 
against leav ing loose coins ly ing arou nd . 
H ereafter coins m u st be tied in bu n­ 
d les or inclosed in env elopes whenev er 
the patron of a ru ral rou te wants 
stamps from a carrier and leav es the 
necessary amou nt in the way sid e box . 
“The attention of postm asters at 
ru ral d eliv ery offices and of ru ral 
carriers,” said Fou rth Assistant Post­ 
m aster General Blakeslee, “is again 
d irected to the fact that ru ral carriers 
are not req u ired to collect loose coins 
from ru ral mail box es. 
“Patrons shou ld inclose coins in an 
env elope, wrap them secu rely in paper 
or d eposit them in a coin hold ing 
receptacle so they can be easily and 
q u ickly taken from box es, and carriers 
will be req u ired to lift su ch coins a nd, 
when accompanied by mail fo r d is­ 
pa tch. a tta ch the requisite sta mps.”

Women ev ery where are u p in arms 
ov er the annou ncement of Professor 
Hu go Mu nsterberg, head of the psy ­ 
chology research d epartm ent at H ar­ 
v ard u niv ersity , that a series of psy ­ 
chological ex periments conv inces him 
that women are not fitted for ju ry d u ty . 
The professor has ad v anced an en­ 
tirely new au d original thesis, “The 
Mental Stu bbornness of Women,” stat­ 
ing that his ex periments show that 
women are u nwilling to listen to argu ­ 
ment and cannot be brou ght to change 
their opinions on any su bject 
Describe* Hi* Ex perim ents. 
Describing a series of ex periments 
with psy chology classes in an article 
in the September Centu ry , the psy ­ 
chology wizard say s: 
“It is ev id ent that this tend ency of 
the female mind may be ad v antageou s 
for many social pu rposes. The woman 
remains loy al to her instinctiv e opin­ 
ion. 
Hence we hav e no right to say 
that one ty pe of mind is better than 
another. 
We may say only they d iffer 
and that this d ifference makes men lit 
and women u nfit for the task which 
society req u ires for ju ry m en.” 
The ex periment is d escribed as fol­ 
lows: Card board s on which were a cer 
tain nu mber of black d ots were held 
before a class of men, and they were 
asked to estim ate the nu mber of the 
d ots. 
Men Pro fited by Deba te. 
After fiv e minu tes of d ebate and ar­ 
gu ment the men again estimated the 
nu mber. 
A second d ebate was held 
and again a gu ess mad e. 
Of the men fifty -two v oted right the 
first time, and sev enty -eight were cor­ 
rect on the final v ote, showing they 
had profited by d ebate. 
When the ex periment was tried ou t 
on a class of women forty -fiv e v oted 
right on the first v ote, and after two 
fiv e minu te period s of d iscu ssion the 
correct answers still nu mbered forty ­ 
fiv e. from which the psjchology wiz­ 
ard conclu d es “the women had not 
learned any thing from d iscu ssion” and 
“are apt to retu rn to their first id ea, 
howev er mu ch is argu ed on the other 
sid e.”

BIG GUNS GUARD CANAL 


D efenses a t Pa na m a . Lo ng Under W a y , 
Ra pidly Nea ring Co mpletio n. 
Work on the Atlantic and Pacific d e­ 
fenses of the Panama canal fortifica­ 
tions is rapid ly nearing completion. 
Most of the fou rteen inch gu ns hav e 
been receiv ed at the canal zone, and 
the rem aind er are complete, read y for 
shipm ent 
Sev eral of the twelv e inch 
mortars hav e alread y been set u p. 
On the western sid e of the Atlantic 
approach to Colon is Fort Slocu m, and 
on the eastern sid e is Fort Rand olph. 
In both of these forts are batteries of 
fou rteen inch rifles and twelv e inch 
mortars. 
Fort De Lesseps, nearer 
Colon, has two batteries of mortars. 
Maps and charts hav e been compiled 
showing the range and angle of fire of 
the great gu ns and the mortars. These 
contemplate priv ate electric light and 
power plants and an ex tensiv e sy stem 
of searchlights for night firing. 
The hard est part of the work is d one, 
accord ing to army officials. The plans 
hav e been prepared and the pits prac­ 
tically constru cted . 
The remaining 
work consists of simply following the 
lines alread y d ecid ed u pon. 
On the Pacific coast, at Fort Grant, 
are Batteries Newton, Merritt, Carr, 
Prince. W arren, Bu rnsid e. Park and 
Bu el. 
In Fort Amad or there will be 
Battery Smith and one which has not 
y et been named . Here there are twelv e 
inch mortars, fou rteen inch rifles and 
one six teen inch gu n. 
Drainage and lev eling of land will 
be necessary to accommod ate the d e­ 
fend ers of the fort from the land sid e. 
Some of this work has been d one, bu t 
a great d eal y et remains. 
It is thou ght that the fortifications 
for both entrances of the canal will be 
read y for emergency action before the 
first ship passes throu gh.
